The  education  of  the  masses  is  at  the  foundation 
of  a  Republic.  This  fact  invests  our  common  schools 
with  no  ordinary  dignity.  The  sympathies  of  every 
patriot  should  be  enlisted  in  their  behalf.  Every 
effort  expended  in  increasing  their  efficiency  will 
yield  a  large  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  invested. 
The  schools  of  Derry  have  had  a  year  of  great  pros- 
perity. Some  have  reached  a  very  high  degree  of 
efficiency,  while  all  have  done  good  work.  It  is 
needless  to  particularize  upon  the  special  excellen- 
cies of  teachers  or  schools.  The  past  is  gone.  Its 
record  is  complete.  Its  successes  or  reverses  are 
sufficiently  obvious  to  those  most  interested.  More 
opportune  at  the  present  time  are  those  suggestions 
which  shall  point  to  still  greater  efficiency  in  the 
future. 

MONEY. 

A  glaring  deficiency  in  the  school  system  of 
Derry  is  the  lack  of  money.  Twenty-four  weeks 
of  schooling  for  the  year  ought  to  be  the  mini- 
mum ;  yet  only  three  school's  have  reached  this 
point.  No.  2,  leads  with  thirty-two  weeks  ;  No. 
4,  follows  with  twenty-seven  ;  next  No.  i,  with 
twenty-five.  On  the  other  hand,  No.  5,  with 
25     enrolled     scholars,     had    only    fifteen    weeks  ; 
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No.  6,  with  2 1  enrolled,  and  where  the  very  best 
work  was  done,  had  only  fourteen  weeks  ;  and  No. 
12,  with  14  enrolled,  about  the  same  amount.  The 
other  districts  range  between.  From  these  facts,  it 
will  be  seen  that  scholars  residing-  in  some  districts 
have  great  disadvantages.  This  lack  is  not  due  to  the 
excessive  wages  paid  the  teachers,  for  these  are 
placed  at  a  point  sufficiently  low  to  satisfy  the  most 
sturdy  advocate  of  economy  ;  yet  the  results  attained 
under  these  circumstances,  show  what  might  be  done 
with  enlarged  facilities.  If  we  are  not  to  have  the 
Town  system,  some  plans  ought  to  be  speedily 
adopted  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  these  out  districts. 
A  little  extra  expenditure  yearly  would  be  a  paying 
investment.  Derry  enjoys  an  enviable  reputation  for 
the  advantages  she  offers  for  acquiring  a  higher  edu- 
cation. She  ou^ht  also  to  lead  in  the  attention  paic^ 
to  her  common  schools  ;  but  in  this  she  is  certainly 
behind  many  other  towns. 

STUDIES. 

A  table,  showing  the  relative  attention  given  to  the 
different  branches  of  study  in  our  schools,  has  been 
appended  to  this  report,  and  may  be  studied  with 
profit.  But  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  higher 
branches,  because  the  Academy  takes  most  of  the 
older  scholars  as  soon  as  they  are  prepared  to  take 
them  up.  The  school  having  the  widest  range  of 
studies  (No.  7),  is  the  one  most  distant  from  the  ad- 
vantages of  that  institution. 
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It  will  be  noticed  by  the  table,  that  only  three 
scholars  have  taken  up  Physiolcgy  during  the  year. 
This  study  will  be  required  by  law  in  all  the  schools 
in  future,  with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of 
alcoholic  drinks  and  narcotics  upon  the  system.  A 
little  reflection  will  convince  all  of  the  wisdom  of  this 
provision.  "An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a 
pound  of  cure."  The  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  an- 
nually costs  the  State  a  vast  sum  in  the  punishment 
and  suppression  of  crime  and  the  relief  of  want, 
which  are  the  direct  results  of  this  vice.  All  tax- 
payers will  hail  with  joy  whatever  tends  to  mitigate 
this  evil.  The  instruction  of  the  youth  is  certainly  a 
form  of  temperance  work  that  promises  great  results. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  new^  law  will  be  faithfully 
carried  out  in  Derry. 

Swinton's  new  Language  Lessons  have  been  intro- 
duced into  the  schools  the  past  year,  hoping  that  a 
new  impetus  might  be  given  to  this  branch  of  study, 
and  its  practical  application  made  more  obvious. 
Only  about  one-seventh  of  all  the  scholars  were  found 
studying  this  important  subject. 

It  is  hoped  that  parents  will  co-operate  with  teach- 
ers in  securing  attention  on  the  part  of  all  scholars 
to  the  branches  required  by  law,  as  soon  as  they  are 
of  suitable  age  and  attainments  to  take  them  up.  It 
is  difficult  to  see  why  any  should  object  to  this  re- 
quirement, and  yet  occasionally  trouble  arises  on  this 
point.     This  ought  not  to  be. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

A  Roll  of  Honor  accompanies  this  report,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  its  appearance  will  stimulate  all  scholars 
to  greater  punctuality  in  attendance.  This  is  essen- 
tial to  the  highest  efficiency  of  a  school.  During  the 
summer  term  District  No.  3  suffered  somewhat  from 
sickness  among  the  scholars.  No.  1 1  suffered  se- 
verely from  the  same  cause"  throughout  the  entire 
year.  Two  interesting  little  scholars  in  this  school 
fell  victims  to  the  dreaded  scourge,  diphtheria, — 
May  I.  Parshley  and  Rosa  B.  Aiken.  Happily,  its 
ravages  were  stayed  before  finding  other  victims. 

VISITS. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  interest  manifested  in 
many  of  our  schools,  by  the  visits  of  parents  and 
friends.  These  cannot  fail  to  result  in  good.  Fre- 
quent visits  during  the  term,  as  well  as  upon  exami- 
nation days,  prove  an  incentive  to  greater  fidelity  on 
the  part  of  both  teachers  and  scholars,  and  give  to 
parents  a  far  better  knowledge  of  the  true  state  of 
affairs  at  school  than  idle  rumors  could  ever  furnish. 

Your  committee  is  grateful  for  the  courtesies  ex- 
tended to  him,  and  gives  to  both  teachers  and  schol- 
ars, with  all  of  whom  he  has  had  a  pleasant  acquaint- 
ance, his  best  wishes  for  their  luture  prosperity  and 
success.
